I have now apprised the reader of what he is to 
expect in the following work. Trifling as it may 
appear, it has cost me much time and labour. It has 
been my aim, however, to make this a practically useful 
book : I neither anticipate nor desire for it a higher

PART I. 

ORIGIN OF ASSOCIATIONS. 

Man^ conscious of his infirmities^ has ever been inclined 
to associate with his fellow-creatures for the purposes 
of mutual comfort and protection. This social feeling 
is firmly rooted in the human heart by nature, and 
confirmed by an enjoyment of the blessings it imparts. 
To this sentiment communities or assemblages of men 
owe their origin. 

The progressive increase of mankind, and the diver- 
sified extent of the mental feelings and capacities of 
men, have rendered the forms of association numerous 
and complicated. 

The associations treated of in the following pages 
may be termed, generally, '^Benefit Societies" — societies 
established in this kingdom for raising by voluntary 
subscriptions of the members thereof, separate funds 
for their mutual relief; and thus, by the contribution of 
the savings of many persons to one common fund, to 
make efiectual provision for the casualties affecting all 
the contributors,

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As the protection and encouragement of these societies 
were likely to be attended with beneficial eflfects by 
promoting the happiness of individuals^ and at the same 
time diminishing the public burthen, they have been 
thought worthy of the attention of the legislature, and 
many Acts have been passed making it lawful for any 
number of persons in Great Britain, to form them- 
selves into, and establish, one or more society or 
societies of good fellowship — for the purpose of raising 
from time to time, by subscriptions of the several 
members of every such society, by voluntary contri- 
butions, a stock or fund for the relief or maintenance 
of the members, their husbands, wives, children, 
brothers or sisters, nephews or nieces, in old age, 
sickness, or widowhood ; for the endowment of mem- 
bers or nominees of members at any age, or any 
other natural state or contingency whereof the occur- 
rence is susceptible of calculation by way of average ; 
for the frugal investment of the savings of the 
members; for the purchase or erection of dwelling- 
houses; for facilitating the acquisition of land; for 
insuring a sum of money to be paid on the birth of a 
member's child, or on the death of a member, or the 
funeral expenses of the wife or child of the member ; 
for insuring live or dead stock, goods, stock-in-trade, 
tools or implements, loss by fire, flood, or shipwreck, 
and for other purposes. > 

Further, that it should be lawful for the several 
members of each such society, or such number of them 
as should be nominated a committee for that purpose, 
from time to time, to assemble together to make, 
ordain, and constitute proper and wholesome Rules, 
orders, and regulations, for the better government 
and guidance of the same, so as such Rules should 
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not be repugnant to the laws of the realm ^ nor any of 
the express provisions of the said Acts ; to inflict 
reasonable fines and forfeitures upon the members who 
should offend against such Kules, orders^ or regula- 
tionS; and to alter and amend such Rules under certain 
restrictions. 

These Acts also contain provisions for the guidance; 
protection, and security of such societies from fraud 
and miscalculation, which had arisen from the irregular 
principles on which many of them had been conducted. 

Consequently, upon the passing of these Acts, those 
societies to which the provisions of the said Acts are 
applicable, are now generally registered thereunder, on 
account of the many exemptions and privileges con- 
ferred on such societies. 

The laws relating to Friendly Societies were consoli- 
dated by the Act 13 & 14 Vic. c. 115; and were 
afterwards amended by the Acts 15 & 16 Vic. c. 65, 
16 & 17 Vic. c. 123, and 17 & 18 Vic. c. 101. 

By the Act 18 & 19 Vic. c. 63, these laws were again 
amended and consolidated, and the new provisions took 
effect from the 1st day of August, 1855. 

The following Acts which relate to Friendly Societies 
were thereby repealed: — 33 Geo. III. c. 54 ; 35 Geo. III. 
c. Ill ; 36 Geo. III. c. 68; 43 Geo. III. c. Ill; 49 
Geo. III. c. 58; 49 Geo. III. c. 125 ; 59 Geo. III. c. 128; 
6 Geo. IV. c. 74, s. 11 ; 10 Geo. IV. c. 56 ; 2 Wm. IV. 
e. 37; 4& 5 Wm. IV. c. 40; 3& 4 Vic. c. 73; 9 & 10, 
Vic. c. 27; 13 & 14 Vic. c. 115; 15 & 16 Vic. c. 65 ; 

16 & 17 Vic. c. 123; 17 & 18 Vic. c. 50, s. 2; and 

17 & 18 Vic. c. 101. 

The Act (18 & 19 Vic. c. 63) was subsequently 
amended by the Acts 21 & 22 Vic. 101 ; and 23 & 24 
Vic. c. 58.

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Friendly Societies are now, therefore, except as here- 
inafter noticed, entirely governed by the said Acts, 
18 & 19 Vic. c. 63, 21 & 22 Vic. c. 101, and 
23 & 24 Vic. c. 58, which Acts apply to all societies 
established under any of the Friendly Societies' Acts 
formerly in force. 

For the purposes of the said Acts, it is enacted that 
there shall be three Registrars of Friendly Societies, 
one for England, one for Scotland, and one for Ireland, 
who hold their offices during the pleasure of the 
Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt. 
Their salaries are paid by the Commissioners of Her 
Majesty's Treasury. 

The Acts extend to Great Britain and Ireland, the 
Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man. 
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PART II. 

FRIENDLY SOCIETIES, HOW FORMED. 

By the Act 18 & 19 Vic. c. 63, s. 9, it is enacted — 
That it shall be lawful for any number of persons to 
form and establish a Friendly Society, under the pro- 
visions of this Act, for the purpose of raising by 
voluntary subscriptions of the members thereof, with 
or without the aid of donations, a fund for any of the 
following objects, that is to say : — 

1. For insuring a sum of money to be paid on the 

birth of a member's child, or on the death of a 
member, or for the funeral expenses of the wife 
or child of a member.* 

2. For the relief or maintenance of the members, 

their husbands, wives, children, brothers or 
sisters, nephews or nieces, in old age, sicknes8,t 
or widowhood ; or the endowment of members 
or nominees of members at any age. 

3. For any purpose which shall be authorised by one

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of Her Majesty^s principal Secretaries of State, 
or in Scotland by the Lord Advocate, as a pur-^ 
pose to which the powers and facilities of this 
Act ought to be extended.* 
Provided that no member shall subscribe or contract 
for an annuity exceeding £30 per annum, or sum 
payable on death, or on any other contingency, ex- 
ceeding £200. t 

And if such persons so intending to form and estab- 
lish such society, shall transmit Rules for the govern- 
ment, guidance, and regulation of the same to the 
Registrar, and shall obtain his Certificate that the

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same are in conformity with law, thea the said society 
shall be deemed to be fully formed and established 
from the date of the said Certifiqate. 

Sec. 25. Before any Friendly Society shall be estab- 
lished under the said Act, the persons intending to 
establish the same shall agree upon and frame Kuie8,howto 
a set of Rules for the regulation, government, ^ °"^®* 
and management of such society; and in such Rules 
they may, amongst other things, make provision for 
appointing a general committee of management of such 
society ; and delegating to such committee all or any 
of the powers given by this Act to the members of 
friendly Societies, formed or established under, or by 
virtue of the same ; and such Rules shall set forth — 

1. The name of the society, and place of meeting for 

the business of the society. 

2. The whole of the objects for which the society is 

to be established, the purposes for which the 
funds thereof shall be applicable, and the con- 
ditions under which any member may become 
entitled to any benefit assured thereby, and the 
fines and forfeitures to be imposed on any 
member of such society. 

3. The manner of making, altering, amending, and 

rescinding Rules. 

4. A provision for the appointment and removal of 

a general committee of management, of a trustee 
or trustees, treasurer, and other officers. 

5. A provision for the investment of the funds, and 

for an annual or periodical audit of accounts. 

6. The manner in which disputes between the society 

and any of its members, or any person claiming 
by or through any member, or under the Rules, 
shall be settled. 
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And the Rules of every such society shall provide 
that all moneys received or paid on account of each 
and every particular fund or benefit assured to the 
members thereof, their husbands, wives, children, 
fathers, mothers, brothers or sisters, nephews or nieces, 
for which a separate table of contributions payable 
shall have been adopted, shall be entered in a separate 
account, distinct from the moneys received and paid 
on account of any other benefit or fund, and also 
that a contribution shall be made to defray the 
necessary expenses of management, and a separate 
account shall be kept of such contribution and ex- 
penses.* 

Sec 26. Two printed or written copies of such Rules, 
signed by three of the intended members and the secre- 
tary or other oflBcer, shall be transmitted to the 
B^sto be Registrar, and the said Registrar shall advise 
E?gifltrarr with the sccrctary or other officer, if required,

tiflcate Ob- for the purposc of ascertaming whether the 
^^ ' said Rules are calculated to carry into efiect the 
intention and objects of the persons who desire to form 
such society ; and if the Registrar shall find that such 
Rules are in conformity with law, and with the provi- 
sions of this Act, he shall certify and return one of the 
said copies to tte said society, and shall keep the other

If by the Rules a medical man is to be appointed, he must by sec. 36 
of the Act, 21 and 22 Vic. c.

An injunction will be granted to restrain payments by a Friendly 
Society founded on erroneous principles, tending to exhaust their funds :

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in such manner as shall be from time to time directed 
by one of Her Majesty's principal Secretaries of State. 
No fee is to be payable to the said Registrar for such 
Certificate, and all Rules -when so certified as aforesaid 
shall be binding on the several members of such 
society. 

Provided always that it shall not be lawful for the 
said Registrar to grant any such Certificate to a society 
assuring to any member thereof a certain Actuary's 
annuity, or certain superannuation, deferred or ^e w*St with* 
immediate, unless the tables of contributions ^e°of tebSa 
payable for such kind of assurance shall have o'a^'^ty- 
been certified under the hand of the Actuary to the 
Commissioners for Reduction of the National Debt, or 
by an actuary to some life assurance company estab- 
lished in London, Edinburgh, or Dublin, who shall 
have exercised the profession of an actuary for at least 
five years ; and such Certificate be transmitted to the 
said Registrar, together with the copies of the Rules 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 27. After the Rules of a Friendly Society shall 
have been ^80 certified by the Registrar as aforesaid, it 
shall be lawful for such society, by resolution Euiesmay 
at a meeting specially called for that purpose, amended, 
to alter, amend, or rescind the same, or any of oJ^ewRtdea 
them, or to make new Rules; and it shall be °^*^®- 
lawful for any Friendly Society, formed and established 
under any of the said repealed Acts, to alter, amend, 
or rescind the Rules by which their society is governed, 
regulated, or managed, or to make new Rules. Pro- 
vided always that two copies of the proposed alterations 
or amendments, and of such new Rules, signed by three 
members of such society and the secretary or other 
officer^ shall be transmitted to the Registrar^ to one of

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which shall be attached a declaration by the secretary or 
one of the officers of such society, that in making the 
same, the Rules of such society, respecting the making, 
altering, amending, and rescinding Rules, or the direc- 
tions of the Act under which such society was estab- 
lished, have been duly complied with ; and if the said 
Registrar shall find that such alterations, amendments, 
or new Rules, are in conformity with law, he shall give 
to the society a Certificate as provided by the Act, and 
return one of the copies to the society, and shall keep 
the other, with the Rules of such society, in his custody, 
and for which Certificate no fee shall be payable to the 
said Registrar, and as against such members or persons 
such Certificate shall be conclusive of the validitv 
thereof; and all rules, alterations, and amendments, 
when so certified as aforesaid, shall be binding on the 
several members of the said society, and all persons 
claiming on account of a member or under the said 
Rules ; but unless and until the same shall be so cer- 
tified as aforesaid, such Rules, alterations, and amend- 
ments shall have no force or validity whatsoever. 

Sec 28. Whenever any Friendly Society established 
under this Act, or under any of the Acts hereby repealed, 
When place ®^^^^ chaugc its placc of busiuess, notice of 
^altered? ®^^^ chaugc uudcr the hands of two of the 
"^se'nt to^ trustees, or three members and secretary or 
Begifltrar. other officcr, shall within fourteen days there- 
after be sent to the said Registrar. 

By Sec. 4 of the said Act, 21 & 22 Vic. c. 101, 

it is enacted that any Friendly Society may, with the 

Power to approval in writing of the Registrar, change its 

dSSgeite ^a-nie; but no such change shall afiect any 

name, rights or obligations of the society or of any 
meinber thereof^ and any legal proceedings may be 
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continued or commenced by, or against, the trustees of 
the said society, or any officer, or the committee thereof, 
by and notwithstanding its new name. 

Sec 14. It shall be lawful for any two or more 
societies, established under this or any of the repealed 
Acts, to unite and become incorporated into societies 
one society, with or without dissolution or ^^Slere, 
division of the funds of such societies or either Sa^^tJ^ife? 
of them ; or a society established as aforesaid, ^ mlSf^J" 
may be allowed to transfer its engagements to ^o^^'^- 
any other Friendly Society, if any other such society 
shall undertake to fulfil the engagements of such society 
upon such terms as shall be agreed upon by the major 
part of the trustees, and also of the committee of 
management of both societies, or the majority of the 
members of such societies, at a general meeting con- 
vened for the purpose. 

Sec 29. If any person shall give to any member of 
a Friendly Society established under this Act, or under 
any of the said repealed Acts, or to any person

intending or applying to become a member faJse copies 
of such society, a copy of any Rules, or of any misde- 
alterations, or amendments of the s^me, other """"• 
than those, respectively, which have been enrolled with 
any Clerk of the Peace or certified by the Registrar, 
with a copy of his Certificate appended thereto, under 
colour that the same are binding upon the members of 
such society ; or shall make any alterations in, or addi- 
tion to, any of the Rules or tables of such society, after 
they shall have been respectively enrolled or certified 
by the Registrar, and shall circulate the same pur- 
porting that they have been duly enrolled or certified 
under this or any of the said repealed Acts, when 
they have not been so duly enrolled or certified, every 
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person so offending sliaU be deemed guUty of a misde- 
meanour. 

Sec. 30. All Rules and tables of any society estab- 
lished under this Act, or any of the said repealed Acts, 
and all alterations and amendments thereof, 
received in and all copics thereof, or extracts therefrom, 
and all writings and documents relating to a 
Friendly Society, and purporting to be signed by the 
Registrar, shall, in the absence of any evidence to the 
contrary, be received in all courts of law and equity, 
and elsewhere, without proof of the signature thereto.* 

Sec 11. Any provident, benevolent, or charitable 
institution or society, formed for the purpose of relieving 
Benevolent the physical wauts and necessities of persons 
^whafcie° in poor circumstauccs, or for improving the 
the benefits dwclUngs of the labouring classes, or for grant- 
of this Act j^g pensions, or for providing habitations for 
the members or other persons elected by them, may, by 
transmitting their Rules to the Registrar, and obtaining 
his Certificate as to their not being repugnant to law, 
become entitled to the benefit of so much of the Act as 
relates to the appointment of, and vesting of the pro- 
perty of the society in, trustees ; their suing and being 
sued, and their liability ; the giving of security by the 
treasurer, and the rendering of accounts by him ; the 
settlement of disputes ; the purchasing of buildings for 
the purposes of the society, and the punishment of 
fraud, in the same manner as if it were a society esta- 
blished under the said Acts. 

Societies also whose Rules are not certified, may by

Sec. 16. It shall be lawful for the trustee or trus- 
tees, for the time being, of any Friendly Society formed 
and established under this Act, or under any of 
the Acts hereby repealed, with the consent of the purpose of 
a majority of the members thereof present at be*purch«Jed 
a special or general meeting of the society, to 
purchase, build, hire, .or take upon lease any building 
for the purpose of holding such meetings, and to adapt 
and furnish the same, and to purchase or hold upon 
lease any land^ not exceeding one acre, for the said 
purpose of erecting thereon a building for holding the 
meetings of the society, and such trustee or trustees 
shall thereupon hold the same in trust for the use of 
such society ; and with the like consent, as aforesaid, 
such trustee or trustees may mortgage, sell, exchange, 
or let such building, or any part thereof; and the 
receipt in writing of such trustee, or one of such trus- 
tees for the time being, shall be a legal discharge for 
the money arising from such mortgage, sale, exchange, 
or letting ; and no mortgagee, purchaser, tenant, or 
assignee, shall be bound to inquire into, or ascertain, or 
prove the consent aforesaid to verify his title. Pro- 
vided always that any building purchased or appro- 
priated for the purpose aforesaid, already belonging to 
or in the possession of any Friendly Society, heretofore 
formed and established under the said repealed Acts, 
or any of them, may be holden and dealt with as if it had

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been acquired under this Act ; and the land or build- 
ings which may be vested in the treasurer, trustee, or 
other officer thereof for the time being, shall thereupon 
vest in the trustee or trustees, for the time being, of 
such society for the same estate and interest as the 
said treasurer, trustee, or other officer, may have 
therein, without any conveyance or assignment what- 
ever. Provided, nevertheless, that all money spent in 
purchasing, building, hiring, or taking upon lease any 
building for the purpose of holding such meetings, and 
in adapting and furnishing the same, be raised accord- 
ing to the Rules of the society on such behalf inserted; 
and this section shall apply to any society registered 
under the " Industrial and Provident Societies^ Act,'^ 
1852.* And to any building or land to be purchased, 
built, hired, or taken on lease, for the purposes of the 
labour, trade, or handicraft of such society, in all 
respects as hereby enacted with regard to any building 
or land for the holding the meetings of any Friendly 
Society. 

Sec 12. The Act of the 39th Geo. III. c. 79, and 
the Act of the 57th Geo. III. c. 19, and also the Act 
gtatutesasto of the l4th & l5th of her present Majesty, 
oaSis nofto c. 48, relating to unlawful oaths in Ireland, 
8^fe"tfe8^ shall not extend to any society established 
ASofany**re- uudcr this Act, or any of the Acts hereby re- 
pealed Acta, pgaled, or to any meeting of the members or 
officers thereof, in which society, or at which meeting, 
no business whatever is transacted other than that which 
directly and immediately relates to the objects of the 
society as declared in the Rules thereof, and set forth 
in the certified copy thereof. Provided that the trus-

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tees or other officers of the society, wnen registered 
tinder the hands of two of Her Majesty ^s Justices of 
the Peace, shall give full information to such Justices, 
of the nature, objects, proceedings, and practices of 
such society ; and in default thereof, the provisions of 
the Acts herein recited shall be in force in respect of 
such society.*

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PART III. 

THE APPOINTMENT OF OFFICERS AND MEMBERS^ THEIR 
RIGHTS^ DUTIES^ AND LIABILITIES. 

Sec. 17. Every Friendly Society established under 
this Act shall, at some meeting of its members, and by 
Trustee8,how * rcsolution of a majority of the members then 
appointed, present, nominate and appoint one or more 
person or persons to be trustee or trustees for the said 
society; and the like in case of any vacancy in the 
said office, and a copy of the resolution so appointing 
such person or persons to the office of trustee, and 
signed by the trustee or trustees so appointed, and by 
the secretary of the said society, shall be sent to the 
Registrar, to be by him deposited, with the Rules of the 
society, in his custody ; provided that, where no trustee 
shall have been appointed to any society established 
under any one of these Acts hereby repealed, the trea- 
surer thereof, or other person, who has custody of the 
moneys of such society shall be taken to be as trustee 
within the meaning of this Act. 

Sec. 15. A person under the age of twenty-one may 

be elected or admitted as a member of any society 

established under this Act, or any of the Acts 

be eiecS*^ hereby repealed, the Rules of which do not 

prohibit such election ; and may, and he is 

hereby empowered to, execute all necessary instruments, 

and to give all necessary acquittances. Provided always 

that during his nonage he shall not be competent to 
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hold any office of director, trustee, treasurer, or manager 
of such society. 

Sec. 18. All real and personal estate whatsoever, 
belonging to any such society established under this 
Act, or any of the Acts hereby repealed, shall p^perty of 
be vested in such trustee or trustees for the ve^ed^n 
time being, for the use and benefit of such trustee*. 
society, and the members thereof; and the real or 
personal estate of any branch of a society shall be 
vested in the trustees of such branch, and be under 
the control of such trustee or trustees, their respective 
executors or administrators, according to their respec- 
tive claims and interest, and upon the death or removal 
of any such trustee or trustees, the same shall vest in 
the succeeding trustee or trustees, for the same estate 
and interest as the former trustee or trustees had 
therein, and subject to the same trusts without any 
conveyance or assignment whatsoever, save and except 
in the case of stocks and securities in the public funds 
of Great Britain and Ireland, which shall be transferred 
into the name or names of such new trustee or trustees;

ment ; and in case of such member^s death before re- 
payment, the amount of such advance with interest 
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may be deducted from the sum so assured without 
prejudice iu the meantime to the operation of such 
security. 

Sec. 33. Every Friendly Society established under 
this Act which does not assure the payment in any 
event of a sum exceeding £200, or an annuity Funds may be 
exceeding £30 per annum, may pay any sum JSe^omml^ 
of money not less than £60 into the Bank of "Snar"*

of £200, or, in the case of annuities, £30 a year ; and it 
shall be lawful for any society to require any member. 
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or any other person who shall be entitled to any such 
benefit, before he shall receive the samej to make and 
sign a declaration to the same efiect, or that such 
member was not, when the benefit accrued, a member 
of any other association; and if any person shall 
knowingly make any false or fraudulent declaration iu 
any such case, he shall be guilty of misdemeanour. 

By Sec. 2 of the Act 21 & 22 Vic. c. 101 it is enacted 
that in any society in which a sum of money may be 
insured, payable on the death of a child under 
the age of ten years, for the funeral expenses be paid on 
of such child, it shall not be lawfal to pay any chud without 
sum so insured, unless the person who shall by a medical 
apply for such payment shall produce a Certifi- 
cate signed by a qualified medical practitioner, stating 
the probable cause of death of such child, and if any 
trustee or oflScer of such society, upon an insurance 
of a sum payable on th6 death of any child under the 
age of ten years, shall knowingly pay a sum which 
shall raise the whole amount receivable from one or 
more than one society, for the funeral expenses of a

Sec. 13. It shall be lawful for the members of any 
society heretofore formed and established, or hereafter 
to be formed and established, at some meeting thereof 
to be specially called in that behalf, to dissolve or de- 
termine the same by consent. Provided that no society 
established under this or any Act relating to Friendly 
Societies,, shall be dissolved or determined without obr 
taining the votes of consent of five-sixths in value of 
the then existing members thereof, including the hono- 
rary members, if any, to be ascertained in manner herein- 
after mentioned, nor without the consent of all persons, 
if any, then receiving or then entitled to receive any 
relief or annuity or other benefit from the funds thereof, 
to be testified under their hands individually and re- 
spectively, unless the claim of every such person be first 
duly satisfied or adequate provision made for satisfying 
such claim ; and for the purpose of ascertaining the 
votes of such five-sixths in value of the members 
as aforesaid, every member shall be entitled to one 
vote, and an additional vote for every five years that 
he may have been a member, but no one member 
shall have more than five votes in the whole ; and the 
intended appropriation or division of the funds or other 
property, shall be fairly and distinctly stated in the 
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agreement for dissolution, prior to such consent being 
given ; and the agreement for such dissolution, duly- 
signed as aforesaid, accompanied with a statutory de- 
claration by one of the trustees, or by three members 
and the secretary, taken before a J ustice of the Peace, 
that the provisions of this Act have been complied 
with, shall be forthwith transmitted to the Registrar, 
to be by him deposited with the Rules of the society, 
and such agreement shall thereupon be an effectual dis- 
charge at law and in equity to the trustees, treasurer, 
and other officers of such society, and shall operate as 
a release from all the members of the society, to such 
trustees, treasurers, and other officers, and it shall not be 
lawful in any society, to direct a division or appropria- 
tion of any part of the stock thereof, except for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the general interests and 
objects declared in the Rules as originally certified, un- 
less the claim of every member is first duly satisfied, or 
adequate provision be made for satisfying such claims ; 
and in case any member of such society shall be dis- 
satisfied with such provision, it shall be lawful for him 
or her to apply to the Judge of the County Court, of 
the district within which the usual place of business of 
the society is situated, for relief or other order ; and the 
said Judge shall have the same powers to entertain such 
application, and to make such order or direction in re- 
lation thereto, as he may think the justice of the case 
may require, as hereinafter is enacted in regard to the 
settlement of disputes. And in the event of the dis- 
solution or determination of any society, or the division 
or appropriation of the funds thereof, except in the way 
hereinbefore provided, any trustee or other officer or 
person aiding or abetting therein shall, on conviction 
thereof by two Justices, be committed to the common 
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gaol or house of correction, there to be kept to hard 
labour for any term not exceeding three calendar months 
as to such Justices shall seem meet.* 

This enactment was afterwards amended by Sec. 8 of 
the Act 21 & 22 Vic. c. 101, which section, however, 
was afterwards repealed by Sec. 6 of the Act 23 & 24 
Vic. c. 58, and further provision was made as to the dis- 
solution of societies, by Sees. 1 to 3 both inclusive, as 
follows : —

* It is necessary in a suit against the trustees by some members, for 
an aoconnt aUeging a dissolution contrary to the Articles, that all other 
members should be parties to the suit ; as a society for relief in sick- 
ness, &c., by means of a fund raised by subscription of the members was 
considered merely as a partnership having no corporate character.

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brought to a termination, he shall make an award to 
that effect, and shall direct in what manner the funds 
and property of the society shall be divided or appro- 
priated, and it shall not be necessary in such case, that 
the provisions of the said 13th section be complied 
with. Provided that previous to such investigation, the 
Registrar shall give not less than twenty-one days' 
notice, in writing, to be sent by post, to the trustees, 
secretary, or other officer of such society, at the place 
where such society holds its meetings. 

Registrar's award to be conclusive, without 
appeal, and to be enforced in the same manner as is 
provided bv Sec. 42 of the said Act for en- 
forciug the award of arbitrators (see p. oo) ; award to be 
and the expenses of such award, and of the without 
publishing the notice of dissolution in the 
Gazette, shall be paid out of the funds of the society 
before any appropriation thereof shall be made. 

Sec 3. When any agreement for the dissolution of 
a society authorised by Sec. 13 of the said Act shall be 
transmitted to the Registrar, and when any Evidence of 
award authorised to be made this by Act shall dissolution. 
be made by the Registrar, notice thereof shall, within 
twenty-one days after the same shall have been so 
transmitted or made respectively, be advertised by the 
Registrar as respects societies in England in the 
London Gazette, as respects societies in Scotland in the 
Edinburgh Gazette, and as respects societies in Ireland 
in the Dublin Gazette ; and unlesiS within three calendar 
months from the date of the Gazette in which such 
advertisements shall appear a member or other person 
interested in or having any claim on the funds of the 
society shall commence proceedings to set aside the 
dissolution of the society consequent upon such agree- 
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ment or award, the society shall be considered for all 
intents and purposes, and in all courts of law and 
equity, as legally dissolved, and the requisite consents 
to such agreement, or, as the case may be, to the 
application to the Registrar, to have been duly 
obtained, without proof of the signatures thereto.

AN ACT TO CONSOLIDATE AND AMEND THE LAWS RELATING 
TO INDUSTRIAL AND PROVIDENT SOCIETIES, 7th 

August, 1862. 

Whereas by the Industrial and Provident Societies^ 
Act, 1852, it is enacted, that it shall be lawful for any 
number of persons to establish a society under ^g ^ ^g yj^, 
the provisions thereof and of the therein-recited ^- ^^• 
Act, for the purpose of raising by voluntary subscrip- 
tions of the members thereof, a fund for attaining any 
purpose or object, for the time being, authorised by the 
laws in force with respect to Friendly Societies, or by 
the said recited Act, by carrying on or exercising in 
common any labour, trade, or handicraft, or several 
labours, trades, or handicrafts, except the working of 
mines, minerals, or quarries beyond the limits of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and also 
except the business of banking, whether in the said 
United Kingdom or elsewhere ; and that the said Act 
shall apply to all societies already established for any of 
the purposes herein mentioned, so soon as they shall 
conform to the jprovisiohs hereof : And whereas by an Act 
passed in the 17th & 18th Vic. c. 25, various y^ ^ ^gyj^ 
provisions were made for the better enabling ^- ^' 
legal proceedings to be carried on in any matter con- 
cerning the societies formed under the said Act of 1852 : 
And whereas the last-mentioned Act was amended by an 
Act passed in the ifirst session of the 19th & 20th Vic. 
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c. 40 : and whereas various societies have been formed, 
19 & 20 Vie. and are now carrying on business under the 
provisions of the said recited Acts, and it is 
desirable to consolidate and amend the laws relating to

Whereas certain societies^ commonly called building 

societies^ have been established in different parts of the 

kingdom principally amongst the industrious classes^ for 

the purpose of raising, by small periodical subscriptions, 

a fund to assist the members thereof in obtaining a 

small freehold or leasehold property, and it is expedient 

to afford encouragement and protection to such societies 

and the property obtained therewith : Be it therefore 

enacted by the King's most excellent Majesty, by and 

with the advice and consent of the lords spiritual and 

temporal, and commons, in this present parliament 

assembled, and by the authority of the same, that it 

shall and may be lawful for any number of 

persons in Great Britain and Ireland to form maybe ^ta- 

themselves into and establish societies for the the pimsh^e
